And the language is likewiſe Metaphoricall, for-man. in 
his declining age ſeemeth to be compared unto the Winter, 
the latter part of the year,whereia the ſuperficies of the earth 
is white, (vr covered with hoary froft.. This Interpretati- 

on is according to ſundry parallel paſſages in the holy Scri- 
ptures. 7 am (laid Samxel) old and gray-headed ; And with 
1 (laid Eliphaz) are the gray-headed and wvery.aged men much 
elder then thy Father. Therefore the Rhetorick. being taken 
off the words, it appeareth, that by the hoary head 1s ſigni- 

fied the aged perſon. | 
If enquiry be made, what is meant by the Crows of glory? 
Lanſwer, that ghere is an Hebraiſm in the words,viz. « Crows

Childrens children are the Crown of 
old men, and the glory of children are their Parents ; and upon 
the ſame account the Apoſtle Pas! calleth the Philippians his 
Crown, eſteeming it his high honour that they were broughc

This way of wickedneſſe 
argueth a graceleſſe frame of heart, and to them who walk 
in it may be applied the ſharp words of the Prophet, Againſt 
whors do you ſport your ſelves? Againſt whom make you a wide 
mouth, and draw ent the tongue ? Are ye not children of trauſ- 

reſſion, 4 falſe ſeed? Iſhmael by mecking Iſaac made way 
or his own rejeftion, and doubtleſſe they are not farre from 
ruine who have travelled ſo long in ſinne that they are got 
into the Chair of Scorners; When I remember the heavy 
curſe given out againſt Cham for mocking his old Father 
Noah ( for it's conceived that he was thus far guilty ) when 
in an uncomely poſture by reaſon of his drunkenneſſe; 1 
tremble to think what will become of them who break briniſh 
jeſts with prophane Satyricall ſpirits upon Gods ſervants for 
their ſanity.

Ton have need of Patience (faith the Apoſtle) 
that after ye have done the Will of God, you might receive the 

rom/e. And St Famer propounds the practice of the Hus- 

dman to perſwade this ; Behold, the Hucbandman waiteth 
for the precious fruit of the earth, and hath long patience for it. 
I may tell you whoſe heads are gray, whoſe lives have been 
a long ſeed-time in waies of well-doing, Behold, the fields are 
white already to harveſt ; Your time: of reaping is at hand, 
therefore hold up your beads and hopes in a patient expeta- 
tion of your recompence of reward. 

2. Patience in forbearing thoſe who load you with- pro- 
vocations, In this caſe let David be your Example; who fi-

CXpel0+ SENECAe 
Having finiſhed my Exhortation to the aged, I ſhall diret 
my counſel! unto them who are young ; wherein I will be 
the ſhorter, becauſe I have been ſo large ia the former, and 1 
will caſt mine advice under three heads. 
Firſt, To ſeek the lengthening of their lives, that they 
may attain the Crown of glory,which beloygeth to che hoary 


And for this end, 
I. Let them warily decline all life-endangering praRtiſes. I 
will inſtance in ſome, Quacrrellings, fightings, whereby many 
inthe flower of their age loſe cheir lives, wherof there are ſad 
experiences every where. Whoredom is another life-ſhorr- pro, 2.418. 
ning ſin : Solomon telleth us,that the Harlots bowſe inclineth to Pro.7.1 1. 
death ,& her paths nnto the dead. And he foretelleth the young 
man,what will be the conſequence of that courſe ; Thou ſhalt 
mourn at the laſt, when thy fleſh and thy body are conſumed. And 
unto both the former, I may add NT ann and gluttony, 


for 
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| for as the ſtrength of nature is waſted, and the body is filled 


with diſeaſes through intem cy ; *and by reaſon hereof 
the foregentioned evils of quarelling and whoring are 
much fomented. The words of Solomon are here confide- 
rable : Who bath Wo ? Who hath ſorrow ? Who hath contentions, 


' Who hath wounds, Who hath redneſſe of eyes ! They that tarry 
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long at the Wine, they that go to ſeth mixt Wine,&c. At the laſt 
it biteth like a Serpent, and ſtingeth liks an eAdder. T hine eyes 
ſhall behold ſtrange Women, yea thou ſralt be as be that lieth 
down in the midſt of the ſea, or as he that lieth upon the top = 
maſt. Finally, Take heed of all ſuch wayes of wickedneſſe, 
which may juſtly bring you under the Magiſtrates ſword, or 
expoſe you to the deadly blows of divine diſpleaſure : Bloody 
and deceitfull men ſhall not live out half their dayes. 

2, Let them betake themſelves unto ſuch courſes, where- 
unto God'hath promiſed length of dayes. The Lord in 
the fifth Commandement, perſwadeth every child to honour 
and obey his parents,upon this conſideration, that thy dayes 
may be prolonged. Yea the whole courſe of obedientiall con- 
formity unto all Gods Commangements, is prefſed by this 
argument ; What man i he that deſireth life, and loveth many 
dayes that he may ſee good ? keep thy tongue from evil, and thy 
lips from ſpeaking guile. Depart from evil and do good. And 
ſome Expoſicors do ſuggeſt from my Text, that walking in 
the way of righteouſneſle, is a means to obtain the honour of 
an hoary head. God ordinarily granteth long life unto goed 
men. This is moſt certain, that God will either lengthen the 
lives of ſuch upon earth, or elſe crown them with lite eternal 
in Heaven, This lets in the ſecond head of advice to be be- 
ſtowed upon young perſons. 

Secondly, To ſeek righteouſneſſe. This was St Paxls coune 
ſe] unto young T imathy, Fellow righteouſneſſe. And the da-: 
ctrine under hand is a ſtrong argument to back it, which 
David prefſed upon his fonne Solomon, when young and ten- 
der ; who ſpeaking of ſanctifying grace under the name of 
wiſedom,uſeth theſs words ; Exalt her and ſhe ſpall promate 
thee, fbe ſhall bring thee to honour when thou deeft embrace her. 


She 
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She ſpall give to thine bead an ornament,a Crown ſhall ſhe deliver 
w thee. Righteouſneſſe therefore will be a Crown of glory, 
unto the green-headed, as well as unto the gray-headed, 


which ſhould move the young to look ont after it. 


Now that my perſwaſion may be the more prevalent with 


young ones, I ſhall commend theſe following particulars un- 
to their ſerious conſideration. 

1, Gods expreſſe command : Remember now thy Creator 
in the dayes of thy youth. If you acknowledge his Soveraign- 

over you,as your Maker, is it not rationall that you ſhould 
fddenl ſubmit unto his government ? 

2. The examples of ſuch young ones, who came in unto 
God graciouſly in the morning of their age : 7oſiah, Daniel, 
Shadrack,, Meſpach and Abednego, as alſo Timothy ; but 
eſpecially ſet Chriſt before your eyes, who when he was 
twelve years old, did famouſly expreſſe the power of grace. 
Do you judg godlinefſe commendable in them, wherefore 
then do you not endeayour imitation ? 

3+ The advantages of ſeeking grace betimes, early in the 
morning of youth. I ſhall name ſome of them without en- 
largement ( viz.) The work will be to your ſelves the more 
calie ( as the bowing of the twig while tenJer,) and to God 
the more acceptable, when the firſt fruits are conſecrated 
unts his Majeſty. Chriſt is ſaid to love the moral young 
man; and it is conjeured, that 7ohn had the more tender 
reſpet, becauſe he came unto Chriſt ſo ſoon, The gracious 
ſeaſonings in youth, will alſo make the converſation more 
ſavoury afterwards: And the ſooner you undertake Gods 
ſervice, the more glory you ſhall _—— his Name, the 
larger recompence likewiſe your ſelves ſhall receive. Finally, 
this will be.an encouragement, unto your hopefull addreſles 
unto the Lord, as need may require. Mark Davids manner 
of pleading in prayer; O God rhou haſt taught me from my 
youth, and hitherto I bave declared thy wondrous works. Now 
alſo when I am old and gray beaded O God forſake me n3t. 

4+ The neceſlicy of endeavouring to be godly in the time 
of youth. This might be ſundry _ manifeſted : —__

In which reſpe& the A- 
poſtle ſaw cznſe to give T #mthy this counſel; Fly yeurhfull 


 lufts, but follow righteouſneſſe faith,charity,peace,8&c. And the 


breaking torch of wickednefle in youth, will breed bitter come 
plaints im old age. As the aged are wont to feel pain in thoſe 
bones which were bruiſed or broken,when they were young. 


T hon Writeſt bitter things againſt me (\aith 7ob ) and makeſt me, 


ro poſſeſſe the iniquities of my youth. Ephraim alſo maketh pit- 
fall moan, bearing the reproach of youth. Yea, ſuppoſe you 
ſhould be ſecured trom all groſle evils, while young ; * yet if 
ever the Lord bring you home unto himſelf, by the power of 
an effetual calling, this will be a cut upon your hearts ( as 
it was to Anguſtine,) that you came in to God no ſooner. 
How will you bewail your folly and great ingratitude unto 


- God, that the devil hath been gratified by your firſt-fruits, 


Eccl.11.9. 


and that only the refuſe, dregs, and withered ſtuff of old age, 
is refervet for God. And if the Lord ſhould puniſh your 
obſtinacy in youth, with finail impenitence, how ſad would 
your reckoning be at the laſt day ? for this is moſt certain, 
that when you have ſowed your wild oats, and fatisfied the 
finfull defires of youth, for all theſe things God will bring you 
ro judgement. The Lord give young ones to dwell upon theſe 
medications,and £0 lay them ſeriouſly unto their hearts. Here 
I might juſtly take up a great lamentation, conſidering that 
averineſs unto the power of piety,which is every where to be 


© found among young people, notwithſtanding inſtruQions, 


Impiue & fe- 


convictions, miniſterial perſwaſions, together with ſome mo- 
tions of Gods Spirit upon their hearts, with which their ſouls 
are aſſaulted for good from time to time. They will acknow- 
ledge the reaſonableneſle of our advice ; they will ſhed tears 


lix, fic mul eſſe being reproved for their regardleſneſſe of God and of their 
” Cups, 


own ſouls; yea they will make fair promiſes of amendment 
for time to come. But,alas,alas, poor fooliſh creatures, how 


_ eareleſle in ſeeking to keeptheſe ſpiritual ſparks alive in their 


own 
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own boſomes, How ſoon do theſe good motions die within 
them. They would have the Crown tendered, but will not 
reſolutely hold on in the uſe of Gods means to obtain it. Fain 
they would ſave their ſouls, and yet ſatisfie their ſinfull luſts 
alſo. And thus they fluftuate as a wave upon the ſea, carried 
hicher and thither by contrary windes. Whereas they ſhould 
upon a ſerious conſideration ( whether it be better to'ſerye 
God or the devil, to ſave the foul, or to hazard the loſſe of it 
unto eternity ) work themſelves unto an unmoveable deter - 
mination, to ſeck the Crown of glory in the way of righteouſ= 


weſſe. ; 

Tf ardly,To yeeld due, reverent reſpect unto aged perſons, 
eſpecially to ſuch in whom the power of grace doth'moſt 
eminently appear. M* Cartwright upon my Text prefſeth 
this duty, arguing from our honouring them whom men 
Crown, unto fuch to whom God afligneth the Crown of glo- 
ry. As there ſhould be teſtifications ot bigh reſpe& unto all 
ſuch, ſo eſpecially 1. To our natural parents 'Honowy thy Fa- 
ther and thy Mother. 2. And to thoſe whoſe Office and taith- 
fulneſle in diſcharging it, doth call for dopble honour: 

Now this honourable reſpe& of the aged ( Fecially if 
godly ) mult be expreſſed, 

1. By reverent geſtures: The ſhalt riſe np before the hoary 
head ,and honoxr the face of the old man 

2. By giving them the precedencie, in ſpeaking in all caſes 
to be debated. Elihw ſaid, 1 am young and ye are very old, 
Wherefore I was afraid and durſft not ſhew wine epinion, I ſaid, 
Dayes ſnould ſprak,and multitude of years ſhould teach Wiſedom. 

3. By teſtimonies of due eſtimation to their perſons, even 
at thoſe times when there may be occafion to blame ſome of 
their praRices, Rebuke not an Elder, but tntreat him as a Fa- 
ther. 

4. By ſubmitting unto their grave and gracious counſels. 
Likewiſe ye younger ſubmit your ſelves unto the elder. The Apo» 
ffle ſtileth himſelf Paz/ rhe aged, to prevail with Philemon to 
yeeld unto his advice. A | 

5. By preferring them ( if in all =_ regards RE

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be equall.) in diſcoveries of love and eſtimation. As it was 
agreed upon betwixt Pas/ and the Diſciples, that he ſhould 
rather lodge at the houſe of Mnaſon an old Diſciple, then any 
where elie, By thus doing, we ſhall witneſle to the world 
that our judgements are rectified, and our converſations are 
ordered by the word of truth, and that therefore we account 
the hoary-head to be a Crown of glory if it be found in the Way of 
righteouſneſſe. 

Now having concluded my diſcourſe upon the Text, I 
know it is expected, that I ſhould ſpeak unto the occaſion of 
our meeting concerning this Reverend Father ( whoſe Fu- 


'* neral we now celebrate ) I will premiſe this, that a full Nar- 


rative of his long well-ſpent Life, cannot be expeRed from 

my report atthis time, but I hope thatit will in due time be 
, drawn up and handed unto you for his honourable remem- 
brance, and for imitation unto poſterity, by One who was- 
fully acquainted both with his Life and Death. 

In generall this I dare aſſert with confidence ( wherein I 
doubt not your conſent ) that his hoary-head Was 4 Crown of 
glory, for it was found in the Way of righteouſneſſe. Through 
Gods good providence, he had a long time worn this his 
Crown, for he was well nigh Fourſcore years old. Notwith- 
ſtanding this his great age, yet ( through unuſuall divine 
indulgence ) his frength was not labour and ſorrow, for he 
was neither afflicted with the Stone, or Gowrt, or Cramp, or 
any Cough ; but he laboured only ( as I have often heard 
him ſay ) under the diſeaſe of weak old age. That which is 
recorded of Abzaham,may be applied to him, That he died in a 
good old age,an old man and fall of years. Neither were the abi- 
lities of his minde abated, but his underſtanding and memory 
continued ſtrong, even unto his end, As all his Works 
publiſhed, do proclaim his incomparable learning in all 
kindes : ſo thoſe which were lately printed do witneſſe that 
Academicalt ftudies ( when he was young ) were freſh and 
ready for improvement in his old age. And the promiſe made 
co the righteous man, was verified in him, He ſhall bring forth 
fruit in old age, he ſhall be fat and flouriſhing. In all which re- 

gards,

gards, whether we corficer the continved heeltbſul fearrie 
of his bod ,or the uninterrupted fruitfyllneſſe of the gifts arid 
graces of his ſpirit, it may te truly ſaid of him, in reference 
to his death, That he t ceme to his grave inofn 
ſhock of Corn cemeth in in hi ſeaſon. But thi I may not antici- 
pate the intended Narratrre of his whote Life; 1 hall only 
declare two or three paſfages towards the end of his 4+4/6e. 
When he looked upon the weakning diſtempers ( which had 
cauſed him to keep his bed ) as the Arreſt of death, he was 
pleaſed (through his love to my wortbleſſe ſelf ) to give 
order that I ſhould be certified of his weakneſſe, that he 
might be remembred before the Lord in my prayers ; and 
alſo that I might be requeſted, as from himſelf, to perform 
the like office of reſpect tor him, which I had lately done for 
his Reverend neighbour Mr }hitaker, by preaching his Fu- 
nerall Sermon. Upon this intelligence the next morning I 
haſtened unto him, to witneſſe mine unteigned love and ho- 
nourable reſpect of him, as alſo to put this work ( which I 
have now perforqed ) with his approbation, upon an abler 
hand : but finding him altogether unwilling to excuſe me, I 
thought it more meet 10 kndertake it} then to diſtemper his 
ſpirit by my refuſall. By reaſon of his very = weakneſle 
he could not ſpeak much, but that which he ſaid was weighty 
and ſavoury, which I will faithfully relate : His words were 
theſe; 1 am zow conflitting with my laſt eAdverſary, though [ 
beleeve the ſting u taken out. Nature will ftruggle, but I hums- 
bly ſubmit unto the gooa pleaſure of God. 1 heartily beg the par- 


' don of my many ſinnes eſpecially of my want of ſedulity and fidel;- 


ty in my publick and private charge, hoping t9 be Waſhed with 
Chrifts blocd, and defiring tobe tranſlated out of this reſtleſſe 
eondution, 1 expett aaily, yea hourly to be tranſlated into that 
everlaſting reſt, which God hath prepared for thew who are 
intereſted in his Chriſt : And Ipray God tobleſſe you, and his 
whole Miniſtery every where, 

Theſe were kis laſt words unto me, upon which I might 
much enlarge my ſelf; butT leave the improvement hereof, 
and of his laborious exemplary Life, unto your conſcientious

During the courſe 
of that inſtitution, he occaſionally coming to viſit ſome 
Kinred ( then high in place and power, ) was often preſent at 
the examination of ſome Chriſtian confeſſors of the Goſpel, 
in thoſe ſevere times wherein Satan armed all his forces to 
ſuppreſſe that dawaing light which chreacned ruin to. his 
kingdom of darknefſe. The harſhneſle of thoſe proceedings, 
. together with the conſtancy of the good, though ſimple 
Chriſtians, that with evidence of truth and reſolution of 
minde maintained Faith and a good conſcience, were of 
great moment with him co facilitate the entertainment of 
that purer doctrine of the Goſpel which began to ſhine in- 
to his ſoul. This being appreheaded by his Parents, they jea- 
lous of his change, fent him over to Lorain in Flanders,and to 
win him co a compliance in religion, ſecled upon him aa eſtate 
in Leaſe of 100d per annum 0/4 rent. but like S* Pal, Phil.

Dr Stern then Suffragan of Colchefter ( viſiting the Miſtreſs of 
the Family, ro whom he was neerly related,) happened to be 
preſent at this Exerciſe, when M* Gataker explicated the firſt 
Chapter of St Pasls Epiſtle to the Epheſians, which is known 
to be moſt pregnant ot deep divine myſteries. This portion of 
holy Writ be treated upon with ſo happy elucidations, that the 
judicious Door much ſatisfied with the performance, and ad- 
miring the indowments of Mr Getaker, exhorted him inſtantly 
to take holy Orders, whereby thoſe Gifts might be authori- 
zed for publick uſe, and improved for the building up of the 
Church, and withall- offered him his affiſtance in that buſi- 
neſs.

. Forthe ſame reaſon he conſtantly declined publike appearan- 
ces,fo that he could not without much reluQtancy, be drawn by 
thoſe who had intereſt in him unto more ſolemn Aſſemblies. 

3. In his meek converſation with the meaneit Chriſtians, for 
he refuſed not to treat with the pooreſt Chriſtian thar repaired 
unto him for counſel or ſatisfaction. 

His Charity was large,though for the moſt part ſecrer, both 
i giving and forgiving to poor perſons ; for he would not per- 
mit it to blaze, only allowed it ro ſhine, when his example was 
requiſite to lighten and lead others to glorifie God and gratifie 
men. In redemption of Captives, relief of poor Proteſtants, 
eſpecially thoſe of <he Miniſtry ; to the repairs of publick or 
common loſſes and general calamities, and to the ſetting for- 
ward of any: good work, he was ſtrangely liberall, the fruit 
whereof the Lord returned into his own boſome, according to 
his own word, "that the /iberal ſhall be made fat. For he did nor 
ſo exhauſt himſelf in his life, but that in his laſt Will, he did alſo 
bequeath unto the poor of the Pariſh of Redrith 50'd,to Ten of 
his Bretheren in the Miniſtery,whoſe wants and diſtreſſes, eſpe- 
cially if occaſioned by the iniquity of the times, he did conſider 
with compaſlion,50'> ; 5c. ro-cachofgthem 5'>; and to erght 
_ Widows of Miniſters 5'b apexte, inalt 40'b ro them. . Thus his 
good works both went before him, - and followed hint. alſp x0 
Heaven, whereby likewiſe he hath left behind him the luftre of 
a'pood Name, for the imitation of them who ſurvive.

rended with a deep ſenſe of his own finnes, which he acknows- 
tedged unto God, and to him'only was that confeſlion need-

The firſt tage to his deceaſe ( for worbus eff via ad miitem ) 
was a fainting fit that ſurprized him on Friday night Fuly 7*Þ, 
or rather on Saturday morning f#/y 8th.This he madeno great 
account of ( for he dj{turbed nor the reft of a fervant by calling 
for affiſtance ) becauſe he had ar fimdry times fach de/iquia or 
faintings, wherein he gave Nature leave to work out her victo- 
ry over thoſe yapours or viſcous humours that oppreſſed her. 
Yet thus far he made uſe of it, that he compared his infirmity 
to that of Seneca, which according to his xelation, the Phyſi- 
cians of that ape called meditationem mertss,and wiſhed it might 
prove to him a preparation for his diſſokution. The indiſpoſi- 
tion nor ceaſing with that fir, diſcovered it ſelf withm a ſhort 
ritne robe a Tertian, which how gentle foever, yet falling upon 
a perſon of his age and crazy temper ( that had long ſupported 
a'weak framewith a very regular courſe of drer ) made bis CON- 
dition doubrfallto his Phiſictan,one of learning and worth,that 
imployed his beft-care'and ill abourthar Panient,thart he look- 
ed on as a conſiderable Perſon to the whole Church. : - . 

?uly 17 Having publiſhed his Will,and taken ſuch order as he 
rhottghr fir for theſertlement-of lis ourward eſtate, he compoſed 
himfelf ro God. His Tertian, growing too ſtrong for Nature 
and Art both, reſolved i ſelf into an atmoſt continued Feaver, 
the'extream heat whereof was very paintull : Yet during thoſe 
'corfflits heſhewed a'fweet-calmnets'of minde, a heart weaned 
from the world, rowhich he had no affection, though he had a 
remembrance exattly ſerving for vrdering his Charny even-to 
the laſt ; and in one'word, he repreſemeda foul wholly ſubmit- 
tingto Gods good pleaſure. He profeſt-more then once, that 
no outward thing troabled him ſo much, as the condition of 
that Reverend Mimiſter M* Sajnthill, whhad but lately under- 
taken M* Gatakers Charge, upon the uncertain title of Life, 
which now failing ſo-early, befides rh& expectation of his 


- friends, that Miniſter he forefaw was likely to be-unſetled and to 
ſiffer ſome inconvenience. Though

Though friends and Phyſicians give him incouraging words 
at viſirs,yethe ſenſible of his inward opmentionte flat- 
tered into vain hopes oFlong continuance,earneltly contendin 
that he was not. to.expect miracles. His expeRation of Gods 
diſmiſſion was ſo fixed, that being conſulted whether he 
would appoint any one Perſon to perform the laſt office for 
him ; he not ſtartled atthe queſtion, appointed M* 4fee to be 
intreated to undertake that work, becauſe he had done the ſame 
at his laſt Wives funerals. And one opportunity caſually offer- 
edir ſelf ro ſer forward that deſign: tor Zaly 18. Mr Ae out of 
a kinde reſpe& to M* Gataker, teat him two Funerall Sermons 
preached by him, one at M* /hitakgrs, the other at Dr Spar- 


ftows Childes interment. This gave occaſion to M* Gataker(in 


the return for that favour ) to requelt the laſt that he could be 
capable of. Upon the receipt of a Letter to that purpoſe, Mr. 
Aſhe on the Saturday following, viſited his deer and dying 
friend;who then told him, That he found him conflilting with his 
laſt adverſary. He knew the ſting Was pulled out, but nature

i0n: of a Chriſtian magnanimity to deſpiſe the world, and

tain a cleer conſcience. Briefly,he was a faithfull Shepheard,and 
a fit myrror for Paſtors,as well as an exact pattern for people ; 
who having almoſt completed 8o years,departed full of life,bur
